Leading into a Clearer Knowledge of the King- 
dom of Chriſt. | 


x Cor. XV. 24.28. 


T hen cometh the End, when He ſhall bave Del:- 
vered up the Kzngdom to God, even the Father , when 
he ſhall have put aown All Rule, Authority and Power, 
er, &c. And when All Things fball be Subjet# unto Him, 
(the Son,) Thes ſbell the Son «!ſo Himſelf” be ſubjcl# 
to Him that put All Things under Him, that God may 
be All in All. 


Here are ſome Truths of Scripture, that though 

- they cannot but be acknowlerg'd Great, and 
High, and moſt Divine; yet have not been ſo 

Fully, and Particularly Iaquir'd into, nor ſet 

in their own Light ; but the Greatneſs of them hath 
rather Dazled; and kept even the' Servants of Chriſt,

How neceſſary therefore is that Admonition, and the 
Caution that Follows, On Humble Enquirers, much

Oh how neceſſary is this to the Converſe of our 
Souls with this ſo High Truth, the K/ngdom of God 4/ 
in All | For if the Preſent Stateof Creation and Pro- 
vidence, much more of Redemption by Chriſt and the 
Kingdom of Redemption, are ſo Exalted above All 
Heights ; Oh how much more is God Al i» All in that 
Pure and Perfe&t Kjngdom of Eternity ? | 
There is great Danger indeed of Addirg in ſuch a 
- Point, as this, to his Word, leſt I be Found a Lyer ;'T 
ſhall therefore by his Graceztake heed to hisWord,and 
to what I find in it, and keep cloſe to it. 


T Begin then with the Firſt Point, to ſhew, That the 
Reſalt of the whole State of Creation and Redemption, is 
e&nto the Kingdom of God, All in All. 


And herein I propoſe Three Things. 


1. To enquire into the Senſe of the Expreſſion it ſelf, 
God All in All, 

2. To ſhew, in what Senſe the Kingdom of God, 
and God in it is All in All, from Eternity to Eternity, 

3- To Enquire, by the Word of God, In what Sen- 
ſes That Kingdom of the Father is not now A4// in Af ; 
and therefore to ſhew, That in Senſes oppoſite to thoſe 
Senſes, in which it is not now Al/ in Al, It ſball be 
All in All, And God in it, All ix All to' Eternity, when 
the Kingdom ſhall be delivered np. 

Firft, Then to conſier {triatly, and cloſely this Ex- 
prefſion, God All i» All, by comparing it with fuch in 
Scripture, as come near to it, and yet arenot It : There 
are ſeveral Scripture Expreſſions, that Riſe High to- 


ward this Senſe, and. yet do not come up to it, as 
Rom,

Rom. 11. Loft. Of Him, Through Him, to Him are 4ll 
Things, to Him be Glory for Ever, « Cor. 8.6, To us 
there is one. God the Father ,of whom are All Things, and we 
of Him ; And one Lord Jeſus Chriſt, By whom are All 
1bings, and we by Him, Eph. 4. 6. One God, and bather 
of All, who is above All, through All, In you All, Heb 2. 
10. It became Him, by whom are All Things, and for 
whom are All Things. Now All theſe are Reprelentati- 
ons of the Supreme Dominion, and Influence of the 
Divine Being throughont the whole Creation; and wick 
Particular Love, and Grace to His Redecmed in 
Chriſt; and of All Returning, and Redounding to tis 
Glory. But though theſe make mention of God above 
All, tn All, through All ; All of Him, All by Him ; Yet 
none of Them come up to that Height, All in All. 

Therz are two other Scripture Forms of ſpeaking, 
that come nearer ; yet they do not Fully Amounr to 
this, God All in All; There is a Difference and I will 
endeavour to Find, wherein the Difference Lyes. 

The Firſt Scripture wherein we have a nearnefs, is, 
Colofe3. 11. Where there is nertther Greek, nor Jew, Cir- 
cumciſion, nor Uncircumciſion, Barbarian, Scythian, 
Bond, nor Free, but Chriſt is All, and in All. 

A Second Expreſſion of Scripture that comes yet 
nearer, is, Eph. 1.v. 23. The Fullneſs of Him, that 
(Filleth) All tn All, 

But this Third Exprefſion in the Text is, That God 
may (Be) All in All ; Now to Ballance theſe Scriptures, 
and to ſee, wherein they agree, and wherein they dif- 
fer ; I begin with the Firſt of Them, Cbr!/t ir All and 
in All; All outward diſtinQtions are removed, and of 
no. Value ; Chriſt is All; Chriſt, as a Saviour, as a 
Redeemer, Fehovah our Righteouſneſs ; Chrilt by -his

By way of Objett, and Subjet, every way ; He rs the 
Head of Principality, and Power, All Digaity, and 
Dominion are in Him ; He 1s {z Us, the Hope of Glory, 
He is our Life : Thus He is plainly 44 ; wholly, and 
fully 4, All for Time, All for Eternity. But then 
the other Part of the Expreſſion ; And iz All; That 
[ 42d] Limits the Uaiverſality of the Propoſition ; It 
is not, {in Af, but Al, And] In 4, This is true, 
He is 4/l, and Heis [Iz Al ; that is; In Al, that are 
His ; There isa Communication of Himſelf ; But & 
does not Riſe ro Fill A# 1» All ; He is, Is A!l, tho not 
toperfeQtion, yea, though wich much Imperfe@ion ; 
For though Chriſt be All, and in his Saints; Yet ſtill 
there is Great Reaſon of Complaint ; There is Dark 
nefs, Notwithſtanding all the Light, and Knowledge, 
that he Givesthem ; There is unbelief, Notwithſtan- 
ding He 15 the Author of Faith ; There is Remaining 
Corruption, alchough He is a Roly Saviour ; And the 
L aw of the Spirit of Life is in Him, and ſets Free from 
'the-Law of Sin, and Death, as to the Guilt, and by 
Way

way of Beginning, as to the Corruption, and Power : 
So that te is Al, and i» Al : But He is not A! in All; 
Nor doth He Fil At iz All, there is ſomething, that 
is not His, or of Him, though, te pardons it, and pu- 
rifres from it, and covers it . He Purifies from it, 
Yetthere is fomething, that is not Chrilts ; The Apo- 
ſtle fays ; Chriſt is in Tou, the Hope of Glory ; And yet 
there 15 Notwithſtanding, a Great Darkneſs concern- 
ing that State of Glory ; There are many Fears, and 
Horrours in the Souls of Believers concerning their E- 
ternal condition, Notwithſtanding Chrift is i» Them 
the Hope of Glory. So that though He is All, and in 
All, yer He is not Alli» 411, becauſe there is ſo much, 
that is not He, or of Him: So ſaith the Apoſtle, I de- 
fire to be found in Him, not having my own Righteouſ- 
weſs ; I count All but Droſs, and Dung for the Excel- 
lency of the Knowledge of Him; I defire to know Him, 
and the Power of His Reſurreftion ; Thus Chriſt is 47,

and i» AZ;In theApoſtle and yet not A/ in the Apoſtle ; . 


For he goes 0n ; Not as though 1 had already attained, 
or were already perfett ; But I follow after, if I may ap- 
prehend that, for which I am apprehenaed of Chriſt Jeſus; 
Hereby it was plain Chriſt was AZto theApoſtle;and in 
the Apoſtle;but not All in theApoſtle;for then he would 
have Artair'd, and Apprehended ; Nor was All in the 
Apoſtle of Chriſt, for then-he would not have faid ; 
Evil is preſent with me ; and I find « Law in my Mem- 
bers, For this we kaow is not of Chriſt. 

-* This therefore. is the Conſolation of Humble ſelf- 
abaſed Chriſtians, whea they find, they are compaſſed 
about with many Infirmities, and ImperfeQions ; 
when they have many Starts, Falls, and Failurcs, and 
are ready to conclude; They have none. of Chriſt,

Chriſt is not in Them at All, becauſe Chrift is not Allin 
Them ; Becauſe he does not Fill All ix Them. But He 
is in his Saints, He is in every one of Them, Though 
He do not fill Them to Perfeftion in the preſent State ; 
He is not to the Height, to the Fullneſs, to the Per- 
feftion of what He Himſelf is ; Nor does He Fill All of 
Them ; There remains much of Themſelves in Them- 
ſelves: And if I apprehend aright, and Ideſire to wait 
upon Divise {llumination in 'it; [he "wy words do 
carry this Senſe: He is ſaid to be All indeed ; Wiſdom, 
Rizhteouſneſs, Santtification, Redemption ; And in All, 
Iz 11 His, He is thus: Bur He is not ſaid to be All in 
any of Them; Becauſe there is no Thing in Any 
one, that is to the Hejghth, and Excellency, that 
is tou din Jelus Chriſt ; And much that is not atall of 
Chriſt ; Wehave reaſon therefore of being Humbled, 
and Lying low in our ſelves continually, for though 
Chriſt be (as He 1s) Al, and 7 All, yet He is not All 
in All, or 10 any One does He yet F:l/ All in All. 

2. I come theretore to the Second Expreſſion, which 
riſes Higher then this; And it is the State undoubtedly 
of the Kinzdom of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as the A 
ſtle does by rhe Contexrure of his Words ſignify, Eph, 
1.20, &c. H- Raiſed Chrift, and ſet him at his Right 
Hand, far above all Principality, and Power, and every 

. Name, that is Named, not only in this World, but in 
that which is to Come; and hath put all Things under His 
Feet, and gave /{tm tobe Heal over All Things to His 
Church, the fulln:ſs of Him, which filleth All in ll 
Now alrhough, It is True, Chriſt is now Head of the 
Church, and The Church is His Body ; Yet there are 
ſome Expreſſions, that Lead us to the Kingdom of 
Chriſt, as what this Scripture is moſt properly Elevat- 
ed

ed for ; as that ; of the world to come, of which Chriſt 
is Called the Father, Ela. 9 ; and that of Head over 4 
Things, and All Things put under His Feet ; But ſaith the 
Apoſtle ; we ſee not yet All Things put under his Feet, 
Nor is the Church yet, as It ſhall be, The Fullneſs of 
Him, and therefore He doth not yet, as He ſhall do in 
his Kingdom, Fill All i» Al, nor are All Things yet put 
under Him ; as they ſhall be in That world to Come, 
whereof We, with the Apoſtle ſpeak, Heb. 26, &c.Chriſt 
therefore knowing the certaiaty of the Divine Decree 
in Relation to it, Sirs Expeting, till his Exemies be 
made his Footſtool; Therefore All! Things are \ettled in 
the Decree, and Determination of God, yea, and in 
Regard of the Frog Authority, with which Chriſt 
now Diſpoſes All Events, and opens the Sealed Book to 
the very Laſt : He is ſet down on theRight of Majeſty i 
the Heavens ; and All Power in Heaven, and Earth is 
given to Him ; But Notwithſtanding the aſſurance 
beyond All poſſibility of doubt ; That all Things ſhall 
be viſibly put »nder Him, He doth not Fill All is 
All yet, nor doth He yet in Saints F:// Aff i» 411; But 
in His Kingdom, He ſhut Fill All in All; Every Thi 
that ſhall be in that Bleſſed State of that X,;mgdom,ſhall 
be as Full of Chriſt, as it can hold; Every Saint ſhall 
be Full of Chriſt ; The Spirits of Saints ſhall be Fall 
of Chriſt, yea, the very Bodys of Saints ſhall be Full 
of Chriſt, Made like to his Glorious Body by that Power, 
that ſubdues All Things to it ſelf; There ſhall be no+ 
thing of Glory, Happyneſs, or Enjoyment, But it 
ſhall be Full of Chriſt ; Even the very Creation ſhall 
be Full of Chriſt at thar Time, and All ſhall be Full 
of the Acknowledgments of Chriſt.

Now this I deſire very Humbly to propoſe to thoſe, 
I ſpeak to, as to the Wiſe, that they would Judge 
what I jay; And1T fay, That the Spirit of God hath by 
this manner of Expreſſion, ſhew'd a differ ence between 
the State of Saints, now, and the State They ſhall be 
in, inthe Kingdom of Chriſt ; Though Chrilt be All, 
now, Ard in. All, yet He doth not Fill All in All, till 
the State of his Kingdom ; Then every one of His 
ſhall be FilPd with Him ; Every one of the Happy, 
and the Bleſſed : . Only Sathan is Sealed up ; and the 
Wicked Rais'd, and yet Dead, becauſe ſain with the 
Sword of Chrifts Month, or Condemn'd by Him, are ar 
the Four Corners of the Earth, and cannot ſtir beyoud 
their Limits ; Even they ſhall be Filled wirh the Indig: 
nation, and Power of Chriſt. 

For God hath in his Infinite Wiſdom, and Under- 
ſtanding, In his Wiſdom and Prudence, whereia He 
hath abounded towards us, viz. Saints, as rhe Apo. 
{tle ſpeaks, Epheſe 1. 10, Hehath prepared an Occonomy, 
or Diſpenſation, wherein,as ifvthe Fullneſs of Times, or 
of 41 Time He will Recapitulate, or bring under one 
Head, viz. Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, All Things 7» 
Fleaven, and Earth ; In Him, even in Him. Whate- 
ver then is reſtored, or under the Reſtitution of his 
Kingdom ſhall be Full of Him, as the Redeemer, and 
as the Son of Man ; And Al! Things are put under His 
Feet, and nothing Excepred, but He, who did put All 
Things under Him, Again in another Scripture, the 
Apoſtle ſhows, how every thing ſhall be full of Chriſt, 
Phil. 2. 9, 10. As Chriſt humbled himſelf and became 
Obedient to Death, even to the Death of the Croſs, So 
God hath Highly Exalted Him, and given him a Name 
above every Name ; That at the Name of Jeſus oy 

eg 
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Knee ſhould Bow, both of Things in Heaven, and Things 
on Earth, and of Things under the Earth, and that every 
Tongne fhould confeſs, that Feſus Chriſt is Lord to the 
Glory of God the Father ; This is the Wiſe and Holy 
Oeconomy of the Father ; That as there was a with- 
drawing of the Divine Glory, that there might he 
Humiliation, and the Death of the Lord Jeſus ; So 
there is an Oeconomy, or Diſpexſation, wherein the Di- 
vine Glory will withdraw it felf, ſo, that the Glory of 
the Mediator may be ſeen in his Humane Nature ; 
And this is Repreſented by the Rainbow ſo often made 
uſe of, when the Glory of Chriſt, as the Son of Man is 
diſplay*d ; The Splendor, and Colours of which muſt 
be ſeen at the other End of Heaven from the Sun, and 
yet it is to the Glory of the Sun, from whoſe Beams, 
the Beauty Springs: Even as this Glory of Chriſt in 
Humane Nature, as its Higheſt Exaltation, as Lord, 
the Great Aadonai, is to the Glory of God the Fa- 
ther, From whom this Glory Derives, So that He is 
ſtill Excepted, who put All Things under Him ; In the 
ThroneHe is Above Him ; The Throne of God and of the 
Lamb, are in the New Jeruſalem ; Firſt of God, then 
of the Lamb. 
_- Now in this State All is Full of Chriſt, full of His 
Name, In it every Ree Bows down, Things in Hea- 
wen, and Earth, and under the Earth, even to the 
Loweſt Hell ; and every Tongue Confeſſes He is Lord ; 
There is an Abſolute neceſſity Lying upon All, Even 
Devils, to acknowledg Chriſt. But Angels and Saints, 
and even the Reſtored, Reſtituted Creation, are full of 
Chriſt and his Redemption ; And therefore in the Re 
velation, That Book of the Kzngdom of Chriſt, we 
have this Viſion of it, Cap. 5. 11, John Behel4, and 
C2 heard 
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heard the Voice of the Innumerable Company of Angels, 
ſaying with a Loud Voice, Worthy is the Lamb that was 
ſtain to receive Power, and Riches, and Wiſdom, and 
Strength, and Power, and Glory, and Bleſſing; and every 
Creature, which is in Heaven, and on the Earth, and «n- 
der the Earth, and ſuch as are in the Sea, and All that 
are in T hem, heard I ſaying, Bleſſing, and Honour, and 
Power be unto Him that fitteth on the Throne ; obſerve, 
He is Excepted, that put All things under Him : In the 
Throne He is above Him : and unto the Lamb for ever 
and ever ; All is full of Chriſt ; And the four Living 
Creatures, and the Four and Twenty Elders fell Down, 
and Worſbipped Him, that Liveth for ever, aud ever, 
the Divine Being, both in Him that Sizrerh on the 
Throne, and in the Lamb. And thusI am perſwaded, 
the Divine Spirit hath Reveal'd to us. that diſtin 
Kingdom of the Glorified So» of Man, the Eternal Son 
of God in Humane Nature; Although I know itis not 
generally underſtood, nor accepted, no not by Perſons 
of very Great Intelligency, and Learning, and Holy. 
neſs ; They do not ſee this diſtin Kingdom of the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt : But yet filling is not ſo much as 
being Al in All, as is to be further ſaid, 

And ſo I have opened the Second Expreſſion of Scrip. 
ture, coming neareſt to that here before us, God Al 
in All, | 

I come therefore to the very Expreſſion it ſelf be- 
fore us, Gods being AU in All, Or, That God may be 
Gil in All, When therefore it is ſaid, God is All im All, 
Te plainly exceeds the: Expreffion, Chriſt is Al! and 
in All, becauſe that Limiting word, 4»4, is left out, 
For God A!!, Immediately flows into A//; Tt exceeds 
whe ſecond Expreſſion ; Fills All, becauſe to Fill All in 
All 
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All is not ſo High, and Deep, as to be A/lin Al, for 
Being is more Intimate, then F/lizg, and it is more 
permanent, and Immutable; and therefore is moſt Ad- 


mirably ſuited to the Eternal Kingdom of the Father, as _ 


Filling is moſt agreeable to that Kingdom of Chriſt, 
that is to be delivered up, The ſumm therefore is this, 
That when the, Word of God tells us, God is All in 
All. It gives Aſſurance that the Divine Being it ſelf, 
Communicates it ſelf to the utmoſt, that Finite Be- 
ings are capable of, next to that of the Hypoſtatical U- 
nion of the Humane Nature of Chriſt to the Eternal 
Word,the Son of the Father. 

I come therefore to the Second General Point; To 
ſhew, in what ſenſe the Kingdom of God, and God in 
it, is Al/in ll, From Eternity to Eternity : Andif 
by the Affiſtance of God, T hall be able in any meaſure 
to expreſs to you, how God is thus 4/7in Al, which is 
the Higheſt Expreſſion, Words can reach unto, I ſhall 
do it with All Humility, and without Daring to be too 
politive in Particulars ; But in General I look upon it 
to be the mind of Scripture ; To ſignify to us; That 


it is the Eſſential Glory of the Divine Reing Commu- . 


nicating Himfelf, Tmmediately by Himſelt, to thoſe, 


whom he will make for ever Blefſed with Himſelf ; 
That He not only Fills Al in All; But He is All 


in All, 
x. In the Firſt Place, I would defire it ſhould be al- 


ways underſtood ; That, when we ſpeak of God 4/1 - 


in All ; Tt is to be underfiood of the Ererpal . Father, 


the Eternal Word, the Eternal Spirit , who are 
One, Who are this One God All in All; For if we - 
were not thus to underſtand ; We ſhould loſe that . 
Great Point of Scripture ; That it is the ſupreme Glo- .

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ry, PerfeQtion, and Fullneſs of the Divine Being, that 
we Father, the Word, aud the Spirit, are the One 
Goa, 

Indeed, the Majeſty of Scripture is ſeen in that very 
Manifeſtation of the Divine Being ; In the Majeſty of 
the Father,as moſt Glorious,and Becoming the General 
way of ſpeaking of the One God, and yet abundantly 
revealing the Eternal Son, and Spirit, one with Him : 
For it is the Majeſty of the Father, Son, and Spirit, 
that is beheld-in the Majeſty of the Father ; And it 1s 
very obſervable, that in v. 24. of this Chapter : The 
Apoſtle ſpeaks of the Kingdom delivered up to God, even 
the Father, wherein the Son, and the Spirit are not 
Excluded ; But it is the Glory of the Divine Being, 
that the Unity and Majeſty of the Son, and of the 
Spirit, are beheld in the Father ; In the Delivering 
up of the Kingdom to God, even the Father, is be- 
held the Delivery of it up to the Son, . and to the 
Spirit, 

"Bi becauſe, This I know, no one is able to declare, 
I will leave it in this General Expreſſion ;- T he Father, 
God All in All, neceſſarily Tiduliog, according to 
Scripture, the Son, and the Spirit ; Every Where made 
known One with the Father, and in Relation to whom 
He is manifeſted and called the Father, 

That therefore which is fo- Great a-myſtery now to 
us, and that we ſtand at a'diftance from, and Adore, 
and Humbly Admire, ' and are even Amaz'd at the 
Glory ; When we come into that K;zgdom, that is de- 
liver'd up, even the Kzngdom of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
which is, as is further to be ſhewn, to prepare for it, 
we ſhall underftand the Glory of the Divine Farher, 
Word, and Spirit; and in the underſtanding of it, be by 
our 
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our Lord delivered up into it, and Enjoy it for ever, 
as Fully, as Finite Beings can Enjoy an Infinite. 

2, That we may underſtand in what Senſe, the Di- 
vine Being in the Father, the Word, and Spirit, the one 
God is All iz All, and King from Erernity to. Eternity, 
Eſſentially, and Eternally, It is this ; That, Being it ſelf, 
and whatever Beings can be ſuppoſed, they are All in 
God, and throughout the whole pollibiliry of being, 
God is; Becauſe he himſelf is Being, and all Being 
it ſelf; And a ſupreme and abſolute Soveraigaty, Do- 
minion, and Kingſhip is Eſſential to the Divine being; 
His own being in the Father, Soz and Spirit isan Eter- 
nal Soveraignty,in and with Himſelf ; And upon a ſup- 
polition of a Creation, He cannot but be 4// iz 4 in 
it, in one Abſolute, Eſſential, Uachangeable Senle, 
and King over it ; And thus He is the only Happy, and 
Bleſſed Potentate, who only hath hpmortality, and Dwels 
in the Light, to which none can approach ; Whom no 
Man hath ſeen, nor can ſee ; Heis the King, Immortal, 


Inviſible, the only wiſe God. And in this ſupreme * 


I; 


Senſe, All Creatures are Reputed nothing, and leſs then 
nothing, and Vanity; and All Princes, and Kingdoms, 
and even Angelick Beings, and Powers are Nothing, 
and {ef then nothing ; All canadd nothing to Him, nor 
can they-take any thing from Him by their Being, or 
by their not Being ; So he muſt be 4// in All. 

3. When we therefore ſpeak of God not All in Al, 
or of the Kjngdom delivered up, or the Kingdom not 
yet Delivered up ; All ſuch Expreſſions are to be un- 
derſtood in a Senſe.Oeconomical, the Oeconomy of Things, 
as Scripture often ſpeaks in-that Language ; or the D-/- 
penſation; thatiis ; the Free Cifeferies, or ordination 
of God in a Variety of Reprefentations, manifeſting

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His Many- Folded Wiſdom, and opening the unſearchable 
- Riches of ir, which elſe would be Eternally ſumn'd

. way changed. So that whatever there is of Created 
Beings, Either of Angels, or Men, or of the Creatures 
below them, and All the Government of God in Rela- 
tion to them, yea, even their Eternal State,if we come 
to the ſriteſt conſideration thereof, and to a cloſe 
compare with the abſolute PerfeQtions, and Glorys of 
| the Divine Being in the Father, the Son, the Spirit, are 
Epheſ. 1. but Oeconomny, or Free Diſpenſation of God, Who work. 
tl. eth All Things after the Counſel of his own will : Sothat 
in ſumm, to underſtand God Al! in All, and the King- 
dom of God All in All in Higheſt Senſe, is to under- 
ſtand it in a pureſt Independency on wy Creature ; 
God is All in All, and the only Potentate, the King Im. 
| mortal, Inviſible, of FWſelf, by Himſelf, within Him. 
| ſelf, and to Himſelf, and hath not the leaſt Dependence 
| on any Created being to be ſo ; For though we are 
ready to think, there cannot be All iz 4H without 
| me other, vis. Created Beings 3 So there can- 
| not be a Potentate, or King without SubjeQs ; Yetin 
the Incomprehenſibleneſs of the Divine Being, and 
Perfe&ion this is ſo; Eternal Royalty is His without 
any Creature to Rule over ; The Infinity of 4// in A/l, 
| can be, and is, within Himſelf, without any Creature ; 
| The Eternal Father, Son, Spirit, ave all this, of, by and 
to themſelves, to whom be Glory for ever. 
So then we are come to this, as the proper Subjet 
of Diſcourſe, or State of the Queſtion; What Occe- 
nomy or Diſpenſation 1s freely choſen by God, as that 


which comes neareſt, and cloſeſt to God Al is. AP, 
[0 
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the Abſolute Eſſential State of God All in £1!/, and to 
the Kingdom Delivered up to' God, even the Father, 
That He with his Son, and Spirit, who are Himſelf, 
may be All i» All: Ando Incluſively toconſider what 
Oeconomies, or Diſpenſations of God have been, and are 
inthe World, that take moſt off from God being A/l iz 
All ; and ſo to ſet out that Higheſt Occonomy betore the 
Kingdom a:livered up,viz. the Kingdom of our Lord Jeſus 
on which will fully prepare by what it {hall have 
effected, and by the delivery up of it (elf, for the Kizg- 
dom of God All in All, All which I ſhall preſent 1n 
the following Propoſitions, 


Propof. 1. Even Creation it ſelf is a Condeſcenſion 
from the ſupreme Heighth of God ( 4/! i» 21! to Him-- 
ſelf) for the Manifeſtation, and Communication of 
Himſelf to, and in Intelletual- Creatures, and in the 
whole Univerſe of Beings ; Which for his Pleaſure are 
and were Created; And yetitis an Humbling of Him- rev.4 uu 
ſelf to behold, and to give Regard to any thing ont of 
Himſelf, As All Created Beings are, whether in Heaven; P/. 113. 
much more on Earth, and below Heaven ; and to take © 
Care of Them,and to havePleaſureinTh:m; And indeed 
ſach Creation, ſuch Communication of Himſelf can- 
not be conceived aright of, but in Gods Foreſight of 
the Union of the Created Humane Nature to the Eter- Colo. 1: 
nal Word, By whom and for whom All things were ig, © 
made, and is therein in the Eye and Deſign oof the Fa- 
ther, The Firſt Born of the whole Creation; For He Crea-- 
ted All Things in Jeſus Chriſt. Eph.3+9- 


- 2. Though God was pleaſed to-Create , yet He 
might ſo have Created, that = Eyes of All —_— 
A

Epheſ. 6. 
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al Creatures ſhould have been upon Himſelf Alone, 
and the ſole dependence of the lower Creation been 
Alone on Himlelf, nut One in another only, but Im- 
mediately on Himſelf, upon the Immediate ordinations 
of his Hand without the Intervening Cultivation of 
ſuch a Hand, as 4dams in Paradiſe ; This therefore is 
a Further Conceſſion God was pleaſed to make, from 
Being Al i» A; That one Creature ſhould be mana- 
ged by another, 


3. Creation and the Government of the world 
might have been ſo Conſtituted ; That the whole, 
and ſole Domination ſhould have been pure,and perfeQ 
Theocracy, Or Divine Magiſtracy : But the ſeveral 
Kinds and Degrees of Government, that have been a+ 
mong Men, we are generally ſenfible of ; And Scrip- 
ture gives ſtrong Intimations.of Governments among 
Angels, both Good, and Bad 3 when it ſpeaks of 
Thrones, Domin'o.s, Principalities, Powers in Heaven- 
les; and of Principalities, Powers, who are Spiritual 
Wickedneſſes in High Places, viz. In the Ayery Regions ; 
And Theſe of both Kinds have in a kind of SubjeQti- 
on the world that now is: But here on Earth, How 
many Princes of Great Names, and ſwelling Titles,and 
vait Empires, and Kingdoms, beſides that Peculiar Im- 
mediate Government of God over [/74c/, till He ſettled 
a Kingdom among them, and in the Houſe of David, 
by a moſt Particular Covenant! But to ſhew how Diffi- 
cult the conſiſtency of Earthly Kingdoms with the Di- 
vinewas,Pefirſt divided theKingdom of 1/rae/,and then 
put a full End to ir,and ſettled inJudgment four ſucceſ- 
tiveMozarchies in the World, Till the veryEnd of any 
rime,but of aNewEra,Or Account, which I hope _ now 

* gill- 
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beginning, But now, lt is moſt evident ; All theſe have, 
though much chrough the Degeneracy of Humane Na- 
ture, Yet they have to us Eclipſed the Divine Glo- 
ry, Soveraignty, and Duminion ; That,as is ſurther ro 
be ſhewn; The putting a0.vn All Rule, and Anthority 
is moſt neceſſary to prepare for the Kjn2dom of God, 
All in All. 


4. Ic is much more yet ; That God 1s pleaſed. to 
Veil His being A// iz All, and His Kingdom, as lo : 
That He for the Manifeſtation of his own Glory at the 
laſt, hath permitted Sin, Sarhan, and Death, as under 
the Power of Sathan, to have a Coanter-King.iom to 
his own in the World ; And, as the God and Prince of 
tbis World, He fo Inflaences and Steeres the Princes ot 
this World, that they are Enemies to, and Perſecucors 
of the People, and Kingdom of God, and have been fo 
Generally violent ro drive the Knowledge, an 1 Senſe of 
Him, as much, as they can out of the World : $2 tht 
the World by Wiſdom knows wot God, and Menare with. 
cut God 1n the World ; God is not in All their Thoughts, 
Hereupon through the juſt Indignation of God, Sin, 
and Miſery, and Death ſpread Themſelves over All ; 
Which is ſo contrary to the Krngdeom of God, All in All, 
'That the Apoltle aſſures, 7 he laſt Eremy, that ſba'l be 
ſubdued is Death (As is after tobe ſhewn) and borh 
Death, and He that hath the Power of Death, that is, 
The Dewi and the Dead are Caſt into the Lake. 


5- The Kingdom of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, although 
| It isto the Glory of God the Father, although the 1 hrone 
of God be in it, alrhough He is Excepred, who pts All 
1hings under the Feet of Chriſt in that Kjngdoz ; He

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is Excepted ; That is, His K/»gdom hath the Suprema- 
cy of Glory : And though one Great End of it is, to 
prepare for the Kingdom of God, All in 41, yer becauſe, 
It is. the X;»gdoz of the Soy of Man, of the Humane 
Nature of the Eternal Son of God, viz. Of 
the Man Chriſt Jeſus; Therefore it muſt be delivered up 
and the Son of Man muſt be Subje#, that Ged'may be 
A!l in All : For this Maniteſtation of the Divine Glory 
of the Father, although, It is ſo Glorious a one, yet 1s a 
Deſcent from the Glory of God Al] in 41! ; Becauſe, It 
is the Glorious Kingdom of the $22 of God, as Son of 
Man, and not ſo peculiarly, and properly, as Son of 
Gcd. 

And this, though it be a K7zgdom in all the Eſſenti« 
als of it, the very ſame with the K/ngdom of God, be- 
cauſe the Throne of God, even as of the Lamb is init ; 
Becauſe, It is to the Glory of God the Father ; Becauſe 
It is all Holineſs, and Purity, nothing. can Enter in it, 
that Defiles; and becauſe, It is an Everlaſting Kingdom 
that cannot Come to an End, but can only be delvered 
up ; Yet becaule, It is not the Xjngdom of God, even of 
the Father ; Becauſe, [tis on purpoſe for the Glory of 
the Lord Jeſus, as Sox of Man, and the Son is not yet 
Subjett ; and becauſe, It muſt in doing All, Ir is to do, 
be relign'd up, Therefore th: Kingdom of God {ll in All 
cannot be, till This Kingdom be delivered up. 

Having thus far ſhewn, In what Senſes, the KX/ng- 
dom, even of the Father, is not yet All in All, I come 
now to ſhew ; That in the oppoſite Senſes, when the 
Son delivers up the Kingdom, and is Subjett ; God ſhall 
be Allin All; And herein I would not ſpeak with roo 
great confidence, but with a Humble, and Lowly Ap- 
prehenſion of my awn Weakneſs, ready to Darker 
Connſel 
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Counſel by words without Knowledge ; But yet with a 
Holy preparedneſs to bring ouc of the T reaſury of the 
Word of God, things New and Old. For nothing tends 
more to Corruption, and Apoſtaſy, then a ſtagnation of 
Knowledg, and not Going on to Perfe#ijon in the Do- 
_ A Chriſt, as the Apoſtle Witneſſes, F&6. C. 5- 
and C, 6. 


1. The whole Glory of Creation in All, that -hath 
been Created, or might have been, or might be Crea- 
ted, ſhall be All ſeen in the Eternally Wiſe, and All. 
Potent Being of God, in the Majeſty of the Father : 


And therefore I look upon it, as moſt Agreeable to + 


Scripture,” That the Frame of Heaven and Earth, ex- 
cept onely, That Heaven,. That ſhall bethe Habitati- 
on of the Glorifyed Body of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
and of All His Saints in Glorifyed Bodys with 
Him, and the Manſion of Angels, and which the 
Divine Glory will by it ſelf Illuſtrate ; ſhall F/y away, 
and their Place be no more Found. According to Rev. 
20, Which by a cloſe compare of the Y:ſfons of the 
20 and 21 Chap. Appears to be the Flying away of the 
New Heavens, and New Earth ; For it was after the 
Thouſand Years. 

And indeed, ſeeing Intelle&ual Eyes ſhall ſee, and 
behold them All in God; and that there can be no 
looking off from God to Them, and they themſelves 


cannot look one upon another, T herefore there can be . 


no Account of their Continuation in their Created 
State, but even thoſe New ones ſhall ſo Fly away. 


2. The Glorys and Beautys of Divine Providence, 


ſhall be keen ina Him, who is the Eternal Spring, and 
Foun- 
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Fountain, as wholly in, and from Himſelf without 
any Created Intermixtures, in the Perfection of 4/, of 
Him, through Him,to Him for Ever; (which had been 
in the State of Creation) with All the poſſible Varie- 
gations of Events, and'the Interweaves of All poflibi- 
lities of them this way, or that way ; Farabove and 
more clear, then they can be beheld in Creation, 
and Providence, as ſo obicur'd by Created Intermix- 
tures. 

From hence ir appears, There ſhall be no New AQs 
of Creation, or Adminiſtrations ot Providence, For 
beſides ; All that hath been, or can be, ſhall be ſeen in 
| God; If they ſhould be, they muſt, and ought ro be 
beheld and conſider'd, and God ſeen in them, For it is 
a Great Evil not to Behold the Works of the Lord, and 
the Operations of His Hands ; not to ſearch and to take 
Pleaſure in them ; But this 1s not ſuited to the State of 
God All in All, in which the Eyes of Angels, and 
Saints are for ever Inſeparably united to the Divine 
Glory, and Perſeftion. And even the Glory of An- 
gels, and Saints ſhall not be ſo much beheld by Them- 
ſelves in one Another, as by beholding in thar Infinite 
Mirror, All the Glorys RefleQed from it on thoſe An- 

els, and Saints, and enjoy:d effeftively in Them- 
ves with unſpeakable Fulneſs of Joy for Ever : This 
1s moſt agreeing with God All in All. 


}. The whole State of Authority, Rule and Dominion, 
whether of Angels or Men, ſhall be taken away, firtt 
by the K/zedom of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; and ſo deli. 
vered up With it to God the Father, and He with the E- 
ternal Son, and Spirit, be the only King Eternal, Im- 
mortal, the only Wiſe God : All the Ends of Order, and 
Go. 
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Government being Paramount in Himſelf, and by 
Himſelf taken care for ; and the Crown, and Glory, 
the Honour, the Riches,*and Strength, the Wiſdom, 
Power, and Authority, for ever Encircling, and Sir- 
ting faſt upon Himſelf to Eternity, r Tiz. 1. 17. 
Chap. 6. 15. 


4. The Condemnation, Ruiae, and Miſery of Loſt 
Angels, and Men, with All the Impurity of Sin, and 
Death ; and their Dark, and Horrid Appearances and 
Wrath without mixture, ſhall be Removed at the ut- 
moſt diſtance from God, and his Kingdom into the 
Lake, that Burneth with Fire, and Brimſtone, where the 
Devil, and his Angels, and Wicked Men are ; and 
can offer no Reſiſtance, nor Diſturbance, nor ſo much, 
as Annoyance, or offence to the Divine Glory, nor to 
the Blefledneſs of thuſe with Him; and are only be- 
held in the Purity, Holynels, and in the Triumphs of 
the Juſtice of God to All Eternity, Rew. 20, «lt. So 
that Salvation and Bleſſing Riſe up to Him for 
Ever. | 


5. The Redemption of the Lord Jeſus Chrift, and 
the Kingdom of Redemption ſhall be Eternally drawn 
up into the Divine Perſon of the Word, and Son of the 
Father united to,or in Union with the Humane Nature, 
or the Man Criſt Jeſus; Through which theDivineNa- 
rure, Elſe [zvi/tb/e,Communicates it ſelf to Angels,accor- 
ding to their being made by,and for the Mediator, and 
Conſiſting in Him, Col. 1. And to Saints ; and through 
which, the Union with the Father is Held Inviolable 
to Eternity ; as our Lord Expreſſes, John 1 7. v. 2t- 
23. That they Umay be one, As Thou Father, —_

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Me, and Tin Thee ; That they alſo may be made one in 
ns, that the World may believe,. that thou haſt ſent me ;: 
And the Glory, that Thou haſt given Me, I have given 
Them, that they may be one, as we Are ;. T in Them, and 
Thou in Me, that they may be made perfett in one, that 
the World may know, that thou haſt ſet me and haſh 
Loved Them, as thou haſt Loved Me, and I have de. 
clired to them thy Name, and will detlare it, that the 
Love, wherewith Thou haſt Loved Me, may be in Them, 
4nd T'in Them; Now, All this ſhall be firſt: (as is afs 
ter to be ſhewn) made Glorioully Apparent in the 
Humane Nature of Chriſt-in the Kingdom of Redemps 
tion, and then drawn up into the Divine Nature of the 
Son of God; and for ever perfeCted in the Kyngdom of 
the Father, that thus in the Eternal Son the Father may 
be AlF in All ; And that Glory ſeen, and that Love, 
wherewith the Eternal Son was Loved by the Father, 
before the Foundation of the World, v. 22. 

T have now Diſpatch'd the Firlt Point, I Aim at in- 
this Diſcourſe, /iz-. That the ultimate Reſult of the 
whole State of Creation, and of Redemption is into

Point 2. The Abſolute Eternal Glory of the Humane:

2. That All, that ever Hath been, ſhall Be, or can 
Be, is found in God 4/l in 4/l; So that nothing can be 
wanted beſides Him. 


r. It is moſt evident, All the Happyneſs of Angels, 
Saints, and of Chrift Himſelf, even 1n All Things of 
thoſe Oeconomys, that have Been, and wherein God 
hath not been in that Higheſt, and Supreme Senſe 4// 
in All, hath been in the'neareſt Approach to God All iz 
All; To have made it Their Meat, and Drink to do 
his Will; To do always the Things pleaſing in his Sight; 
Not to be 4lone, but to have the Father ftill with Them, 
as our Lord Jeſus ſpeaks of Himſelf; and in every 
Diſpenſation of Creation, Providence, and of Redemp- 
rion It ſelf, ro find Him, Above, Over, In, and Through 
All,is the Higheſt and Pureft Enjoyment;and therefore 
it muſt needs be ſo, when He is, and ſhall be All in 41 
to Eternity ! And indeed, The Fnd of All Diſpenſa- 
tion hath been toManifeſt the Divine Being to us,and to 
Lead us to Him by neareſt ſteps; and the neareſt of All, 
Redemption, and the Kingdom of Redemptionis ; and on 
that very Account, Becauſe God AP iz All is moſt 
beheld and enjoy'd in it. 


Ic is the Glory of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt in His Hu- 
mane Nature, to be in the neareſt, and cloſeſt Enjoy- 
ment of God 41 in 411, that is ; When it is moſt ſwal. 
lowed up in the Divine Union, and Communion ; on 
Account of which our Lord Prays with Relation to 
His Humane Nature, to be —H—_ with the Father 
Him- 
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Himſelf, with Him AZ iz 41, with the. Glory, He had 
with Him before the Foundation of the World, That is 
with the neareſt Approach to it, and then with the 
Fullneſs of it ; For as the Loweſt of the Humiliation 
of Chriſt in the Humane Nature was, when T he Eter- 
»al Word Leſt It moſt to it ſelf; When the. Man Chriſt 
Jeſus Cryed out, My God, My God, why haſt Thou forſak- 
ex Me ; So the Higheſt Exaltation of it is, when-the 
Divine Perſon doth moſt draw up the Humane Nature 
into it ſelf ; It ſhall therefore be more Glorious, when 
the Father with whom the Eternal YYord is one, is All 
in All, then when the Son of Man comes and is in his 
Kingdom ; For though thar be of, and to the Glory of 
the Father, yet becauſe the Father is not All in 41!l, 
Chriſt is not ſo Glorious then, as in that Kzngdom de- 
livered up, and God All in All.. 

If then Chriſt be not in his Higheſt Glory, Saints 
cannot be in Theirs, but in that Kingdom of the Pa- 
ther ; For their Glory is but the Reflexion of, and des . 
pends upon the Glory of Chriſt; as hath been faid ; 
The Glory Thou gaveſs Me, I have given Them, &c. 


2. All that ever hath been, ſhall be, or. can be, is 
found in God ; So that whatever hath been-in All the 
whole Oeconomy 1n Time, and the ſeveral and yarious 
Diſpenſations, ſhall be ſeen in this Infinite Mirror, 
with all the Glorious Attributes, and PerfeCtions of 
Holyneſs, Wiſdom, Juſtice, Power, clearly ſhining 
out in Them, which are Efſential tothe Divine Being ; 
Even Creation, Providence, Redemption, the King=

(1 am fully aſſured ; and not to ſignify, That He Him- 
ſelf was not One with the Father) John 17. 3. This ts 
L ife Eternal to know Thee, thevnly true God and Feſus 
Chriſt whom Thou haſt ſext. It is a ſecondary Thing 
to know Chriſt, whom He hath ſent ; Though in our 
Stateit is, as Chriſt ſaith, in another Caſe, Like to the 
Firſt ; we muſt have a Fundamental Knowledge of the 
One God, betore we can know the One Med-ator ; For a 
Meaiator is not a Mediator of One; but God is One, He 
is that Supreme One, with whom the Mediator is 
Ore ; hutas we are in a State of diſtance from God, 
God in the Mediator brings us to Himſelf ; Therefore 
the Mediator Alone can bring us to that Supreme Oxe; 
and our Firſt true ſaving Knowledge of Him is By, 
Through, and in the Mediator ; Till we come into 
this Kingdom of God All i» AZ, of which I am now 
ſpeaking, and even then our Union to God, and Com+ 
munion with God, with God A!/ in 4 is Through 
Him, ET E 2 This 
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This then is that Tranſcendent Excellercy of the 
Divine Being, That All Perfettions are His ; You 
k10w, All Scripture 1s Full of the Expreſſions of the 
PerfeCtions of God, the Holy, the only Holy ; The Wiſe, 
the only Wi iſe; the Potentate, the only Bleſſed Potentate ; 
The True, the Good, the Gracious ; Great 7s the Lord, 
and Greatly to be Praiſed, and His Greatneſs is unſearch- 
able : One Generation ſhall declare it to Another, It is a 
Subject worthy of All Apes, and of the Higheſt All 
Apes can attain to; And none can reach ſoto it,nonot In 
the very Kingdom of the So» of Miz, though ir be the

Now there is nothing gives ſo refreſhing a Raiz, or 
Dew -in this preſent Time, as the Diſcourte of Ged;; 
When Moſes was Publiſhing this Name of Jehovah, He 
thus breaks out ; Hear.0h ye Heavens, and I will ſpeak, 
Give Ear to tbe Words of my Month, My Doftrine ſhall 
drop, as the Rain, Diſtill as the Dew, as the ſmall Rain 
on the T ender Herb,and as the Showers upon the Gr aſs; Be 
cauſe I will Publiſh the Name of the Lord: Aſeribe ye 
Greatzeſs to onr God; As for God, his Work is perfett ; 
for All Hlis Ways are Judgment, A God without Iniqui- 
iy, Juſt and Right is He: Indeed we cannot, you know, 
Look into Scripture, but we find the Glory of the Di- 
vine Being every where Filling it; It is the very Spi- 
rit and Power of Scripture : and there is nothing gives 
that Refreſhing Rain, as the Diſcourſes of our God :

hath therefore been Enjoy*d in Any, in, All, in the 
moſt Fxcellent of Creatures, yea, in the Created Hu- 
mane Nature of Chriſt, ſhall be more Highly, more 
Perfectly, and Fully Enjoy'd -in God AV in Al ; All Oe- 
conomies ſhall be drawn up into the Kingdom Eſſentially 


Divine, That from Eternity to Eternity 1s the ſame ; 


And nothing of Oecovomy ſhall Remain, but what is Indif- 
penſably neceſſary in Created Beings enjoying. the In- 


finite Increated Being, which cannot be without ſome- -

2. I come to a Second Thirg, ſhewing, How much 
the Happineſs of all Created Beings is in the Xingdom of 


God All in 411, Enjoyed, and Full of the moſt Gracious . 
Communications from God to Them init; And Itis .. 


this; That God is Eternally the Same in All His Perfe. 
Etions; Indeed He is ſo the Same from Eternity to Eter- 
nity ; "that He fays,/ Am,what I Am; 1 will Beqwhat I will 
Be ; and Abſolutely, I am. God can never will to be 
Any Thing, but what He is; nor can Any Suppoſeable 
Being make Any Impreſſion upon Him to change Him, 
from what He is. But what is now eſpecially to be 
Conſider'd, is, That though it is moſt Adorably True, 
That Cod is thus, / am, trom Eternity to Eternity in 
Himſelf, yet the Kingdom of God, All in All is, That Oe- 


conomy, ( if in Regard of the Abſolute PerfeCtion of - 
an 
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and the Unchangeableneſs of it, It may be call'd an 0e- 
conomy ) wherein God is pleaſed to Communicate Bim- 
ſelf in Regard of the Maniteitations of Himſelf to Crea- 
ted Beings, according to that his Name, I Am; or 
the Unchangeable, Eternal One, 7hat Lofty One, who in- 
habits Eternity, without Any Variation, or Shadow of 
Turning ; All the Variations of Oeconomy, or Diſpenſati- 
on, being perfetly paſt ; Thus then, whatever is the 
Glory, Happineſs, Blefledneſs of Abſolute Eternity, E- 
ver One, and the Same, That is It, which Saints en- 
joy inthe XHingdom of God, All in All, Perte&tion of Glo- 
ry, and Bleſſedneſs, in the Enjoyment of Infinite Per- 
fections, and Gl[ories, and Eternally One, and the Same. 
He is neither Greater, nor Better, nor Wiſer, nor more 
Gracious,nor Good, nor Leſs ; Not only in Himſelf; for 
ſo He is not Greater or Leſs from Eternity to Eterni- 
ty; But He is not More or Leſs, Greater or Leſſer, in 
the Manifeſtation of Himſelf for ever.

Kingdom, as Son of Man, and therefore the Father was 
excepted from Al! 7hings put under Him; and after 
There had been the Peculiar Acknowledgment of the 
Lamb, Then there was the Acknowledgment of the 
Kingdom of God, All in All, ſignified in the Final Falli:g 
Down of the Twenty Four Elders, in Worſhipping Him, 
who Liveth for Ever, and Ever,

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3- The Third Thing I deſire ſhould be Conſider'd, 
That we may more fully underſtand the Bleſſedneſs of 
Saints in the Enjovment of God in his Kingdom, All in 
All, is; That though the Divine Being is the only Enjoy- 
ment, and no Oeconomical Diſpenſatory Manifeitation of 
Himſelf, that may look like a Variety, or Newneſs, yet 
there can be no Saticty, or Weariſomneſs in the Enjoy- 
Ment of the One Being; Becauſe God is an Infinite 
Being, There is an Infinity of Glory, and PerfeQion, 
and we Finite Beings cannot Take in All at once, nor 
can we be Eternal, as He is, Comprehending All Dura- 
tion in One Single. Point, as He does in the Supreme 
Senſe of Eternity, There are therefore as to us, Eter- 
nally New, and Freſh Glories, Breaking out from the 
Divine Being, into the whole State of Spirits, Angels, 
and Saints, waiting upon Him ; There muſt there- 
fore of neceſlity be an Eternity of Newneſs, and Freſh- 
neſs of Enjoyment to us; But beyond this, Infinity 
hath in it Self an Indefailableneſs, Freſhneſs, Beauty,

T come now to the Third Point of this Diſcourſe ; To 
ſhew, That the K/ngdom of Chriſt is That Holy, Wiſe, 
Gracious Oeconomy, or Diſpenſation in the Fulneſs of Time, 
or of All Times, which is of All moſt Preparatory for 
the Xingdom of God, All in Al, and on which Delrver'd 
up, the Kingdom of the Father, God All in All ſuc- 


'ceeds; and without which, ſo preparing, and Delver'4 


up, This Xingdom of God All in All cannot ſucceed, ac- 
cording to that Scheme and Frame of God hath ſer ; 
as ſball, by the Aſſiſtance of God, be made out from 
this Context, and ſummarily Repreſented in theſe | ol- 
lowing Heads. 


I. The Wiſe, and Holy Ordinationof God in a Recom- 
penceof Juſtice, and Righteouſneſs ro Jeſus Chriſt in his 
Humane Nature requires,if humbled; Who humbled Himſelf, 
and Became Obedient unto Death, even to the Death of the 
Croſs; wherefore God hath Highly Exalted Flim, and Given 
Him a Name aboveevery Name; That in the Name of Jeſus 
every Knee ſhould Bow, Both of Things in Heaven, and

His Enemies are not put under Him ; When He Sits no 
longer, but comes, then They ſhall be put under Him ; 

Till then, He Expefts, and His Expettation began at His 73 xo; 
Sitting Down; and ;from Thenceforth, or for the Refi- wty. 

| du: from His Sitting Down, He Expetts until his Kingdom. 
Before therefore this Kingdom be Given to the Great 
Son of Man, The Kingdom of God All in All cannot be; 
Becauſe that Kingdom mult be Deliver'd np, ard the Son 
ſubjet, which cannot conſiit with his K/»g4om; For 
the Sox Reigning, and not Subject are here opposgd to 
the Kingdom deliver'd up, and the Son Subjett, and God 
All in All; fo that the One cannot be, wile thy Orher 
is; And therefore, ſeeing the So» muſt Have a #72dom, 
and He cannot Have it, when the Kingdom of ud; s Al 
in All, He muſt neceſſarily Have it betore. It is there- 
fore ſaid, Then cometh the End ; That is, The End of 
All Time in the Fulleſt, and moſt Abſolute Senſe, when 
It ſhall Give Place to the Pureſt, and moſt Abſolute 
Eternity 3 But the Kingdom of Chriſt being the Kingdom 
of the Thouſand Tears, the Fullneſs and Perfettion of 
Time,as Appears by Scriptures Uſage of Them.
